In all of the higher 
ositions, just as in the first one, leave the first finger as a support, on the 
Cnet Up to the third position, let the thumb (just as in the first position) be 
opposite the first and second finger; whilst in the higher positions it must be 

drawn more and more under ‘the neck of the Violin.

Are produced by taking one note firmly,and another one loosely on the same string. 
The practice of this kind of harmonics has the double advantage of producing a peculiar effect, 
- if used sparingly and with good taste,— and of leading to great perfection in intonation. 


With the Fourth, (The finger which touches, only loosely, the string, to be distunt one fourth from 
the nse which presses down the string firmly.)

Although most of them occur very rarely and are not always of good effect, still they are useful 
practice for the perfection of the left hand. While the single and the natural double Harmonics speak well 
enough on strings of the usual thickness very thin strings are absolutely required for most of the artificial double 

Harmonics. We recommend therefore only those players to make use of them, whose style of playing permits of 
thin strings. Of the many various combinations that can be made, we give only the following, as the most practicable. 
Play first each note separately and examine, whether i it is perfectly in-tune, and then try them both together. 
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In this way you will learn to hit both notes simultaneously. In order to facilitate the reading of these double stops, 
we have placed on the upper staff the notes which are to be played onthe higher string and on the lower staff those te be 
played an the lower string.
